Inen attracting much attention lately 
over this part of the state is wakening 
a deep interest in Fort Wayne, as the 
following letter recently received by 
Mayor Oakley goes to show: 
Chauncey )i. Oitklev. Fort W.ivne. Ind.: 


"MY DEAR SIK.—About a year ago 


you may remember of seeing a map 
and description of a contemplated ship 
canal from Lake Michigan to Lake 
Erie, and the contemplated survey as 
shown in the map, followed closely the 
dividing line of the two states, Indiana 
and Michigan. 


"Through the columns of the same 


paper I called their attention to a line 
perhaps a little longer, but much more 
favorable in many respects and could 
be built at much Issj expense. 


"Since then I learn that experts have 


quietly gone over all the available ter- 
ritory, and just learn that a report is 
aoon to be made advising tue following 
line- Starting at the mouth of the St 
Joe river at St Joe, Michigan, follow- 
ing that stream up to the entrance of 
the Elkhart river, then taking that 
stream to Goshen, or near there, when 
they take the valley of the south fork 
of the Elkhart, which takes 
them 


through a long chain of lakes to the 
htiad of that stream and near the. Blue 
river, that stream they take to Cnuru- 
busco where they take the Eel river 
valley to a point near Aubury. striking 
the St Joe river, through which they 
expect to tap many of the lakes of 
Steuben and DeBLilb counties, and 
trom there they will go nearly east to 
th« great north bend of the Maumee 
and on to L*ke Erie. This route is 
nearly as I suggested a year ago, with 
this excepiion: Instead of taking the 
valley of the Eel river at Churubusco, 
they could overcome the narrow divide 
between Churubuoco and Fort Wayne 
and strike the Maumee valley at that 
point, and not only be able to use the 
waters of the St Joe, as also the lakes 
of the north through its source, but al 
so much of the water of the source o( 


the Wabash river could be turned into 
the St Mary's, as b ith thtse streams 
have the same eource, while now the 
larger proportion of this drainage is 
down the Wabash, 


"That this short cut will eventually 


be built I think there is no little 
doubt, and when built it. will be in the 
territory of Fort Wayne, and in that 
event should not be permitted to pass 
it at a distance, 


"I understand that ex-Senator Payne 


and Cal. Brice, of Ohio, are largely in- 
terested in the movement, and it seems 
to me that when this last report is pub. 
lished Fort Wayne should take action 
and have a committee of prominent 
business men look after her welfare in 
the matter.
